County Profiles 



The information included witlnin tlnis clnapter is derived from tine responses of 
tlie Transit Agency Survey and Social Services Survey. One hundred forty-two 
responses are summarized by county in the following pages. 

A countywide assessment has been identified and is presented in the following 
text. Ten counties do not have transportation information provided due to no 
response from the agencies within the county. These counties are: Daniels 
County, Garfield County, Golden Valley County, Granite County, Hill County, 
J efferson County, Meagher County, Petroleum County, Prairie County, and 
Rosebud County. Thefollowing pages provide a profile of each county, depicting 
each transportation provider, including transit agencies and social service agen- 
cies. The basic transportation data are provided from the Transit Agency Survey 
and Social Service Survey. 

The data represent figures for calendar year 1999. Some agencies may have 
changed levels of service since that time, but the information provides the Mon- 
tana Department of Transportation baseline data.

Beaverhead County 



Among the largest counties in the nation, Beaverhead County boasts an area as large 
as Connecticut and Rhode Island combined, yet with a population number a mere 8,000. 
The county name comes from the Shoshone word for a rock formation shaped like a 
beaver's head on the Beaverhead River. Beaverhead County, located at the headwaters 
of the Missouri River, is situated in the hub of foir ecological regions ~ Northern Rocky 
Mountains, Central Rocky Mountains, Great Basin and Northern Short Grass Prairie. 
The Big Hole River runs through the county, which is where the state's sheep industry 
and some of its important cattle brands originated. The area is home to nineteen species 
of fish, eight amphibians, eleven reptiles, 274 birds, and 74 mammals.
